Dear Matthew Hoppock: 

This is to acknowledge receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
dated September 20, 2019 and received in this Office on September 23, 2019 in which you 
requested records of communication sent or from the email address 
“ ghamilton@jmd.usdoi.gov, ” dating from August 27, 2018, through September 3, 2018. 1 

The records you seek require a search in and/or consultation with another Office, and 
so your request falls within “unusual circumstances.” See 5 U.S.C. 552 § (a)(6)(B)(i)-(iii) 
(2012 & Supp. V 2017). Because of these unusual circumstances, we need to extend the time 
limit to respond to your request beyond the ten additional days provided by the statute. For 
your information, we use multiple tracks to process requests, but within those tracks we work 
in an agile manner, and the time needed to complete our work on your request will necessarily 
depend on a variety of factors, including the complexity of our records search, the volume and 
complexity of any material located, and the order of receipt of your request. At this time we 
have assigned your request to the complex track. In an effort to speed up our process, you may 
wish to narrow the scope of your request to limit the number of potentially responsive records 
so that it can be placed in a different processing track. You can also agree to an alternative 
time frame for processing, should records be located, or you may wish to await the completion 
of our records search to discuss either of these options. Any decision with regard to the 
application of fees will be made only after we determine whether fees will be implicated for 
this request. 

We regret the necessity of this delay, but we assure you that your request will be 
processed as soon as possible. If you have any questions or wish to discuss reformulation or an 
alternative time frame for the processing of your request, you may contact this Office by 
telephone at the above number or you may write to the Office of Information Policy, United 
States Department of Justice, Sixth Floor, 441 G Street, NW, Washington, DC 20530-0001.
